Hundred Twenty-Eight Years Ago College 


Boys Held New flaven Until Patri- 


ots Came To Drive Out British.

New Haven, Conn., 
July G.—One, 


hundred and twenty-eight .years ago 
today, on July n, 1779, a small body 
or "beardless Yale students marched 
bravely out to the edge of the town to 
give batl.Ie to the British veterans who 
had come to take New Haven. Today 
a 
monument 
commemorating 
the 


heroism of the youthful students was 
placed on the spot at West Bridge, 
where the British were repulsed. 


The monument cost $:!0,000 and was 


designed by .Tames Edward Kelly 
of 


New York. The monument consists ot 
three bronze figures of heroic si/e and 
dressed in the costume or. the college 
boys ot colonial 
times. 
They 
are 


seen operating a piece of field artiK 
lery and the whole is-mounted on a 
pedestal of granite suitably inscribed. 


The conflict 
which the memorial 


commemorates was one of' the stirr- 
ing incidents of. the American Revo- 
lution. The British had planned

Prof. Rose of State University Predicts 


Government Control of Public Util-

Madison, Wis., July 5.—"Our crowd- 


ed colleges are rearing a breed that 
will not place before the golden calf, 
and from there centers most of the 
social leadership of the future is bound 
'to come," said Prof. E. A. Ross, head 
of the sociology department at. the 
University of Wisconsin, in a lecture 
on "The Near Future of American So- 
ciety" given to summer students this 
afternoon. 
He spoke particularly of 


the influence upon Americas social 
development of the disappearance of 
free land, and predicted 'many chang- 
es in the next thirty -years. 
Chief 


ainong these were ' large' growth " in 
"ovnrnment control of public utilities 
a shift in the line of cleavage m. po- 
litical parties, and a change in the 
standard ot'human worth-from money 
l-o efficiency. ' He made a forecast o 
Hie probable workings of the mountmj, 
tendencies'discernible under-the sur: 
face of. American--society,- spe-iKmg, 
briefly, as follows: 
"The sharpest cprner American so- 


ciety has 'turned.'since the destruc- 
tion of slavery was that in the early 
•fiO's when the last-homestead in the 
rain'belt was taken up. It closed the 
expensive free laud' epoch, and usher- 
ed in the era of limited natural op- 
portunities- and - extensive 
develop- 


ment. 
In the last four census years 


the contribution of farms to our do- 
mestic exports was respectively
